HEN AMERICA was young, buffalo gnats 
We so plentiful along the Mississippi River 


that at times they appeared like dark clouds 
hovering over the water. Many an early American river- 
boat ran aground when the pilot became blinded by 
the swarms of gnats around his boat. These tiny in- 
sects stopped the steamers as effectively as if they 
had been huge obstructions. 

It is not always large things that blind and hinder 
most easily, but in our spiritual lives we are more 
frequently blinded by the little things that becloud 
our minds. Prayer is hindered by little thoughts and 
wanderings of the mind. Little annoyances rob us of

our victory because we are on guard against big 
things. Sin comes in through the door of little negli- 
gences, little grievances, little attitudes and little 
indulgences. 

A little leaven of evil in our hearts is sufficient to 
poison the whole of our lives (1 Corinthians 5:6). A 
little conformity to the spirit of the world is enough 
to stain a life of holiness. 

Little things, like the little foxes that spoil the 
vines (Song of Solomon 2:15), are often more danger- 
ous than the big things we are always watching for. 
These little evils can destroy us before we even know 
they exist.

record of the writing of God. Great signifi- 

cance can be attached to each time that God 
has written. While all the Scriptures were written 
by His inspiration, these five times He did the writing 
Himself. 

The first was a writing of law. 

This occasion of divine handwriting occurred on 
Mount Sinai (Exodus 31:18). At the time God wrote 
with His finger upon tables of stone the laws which 
were to guide His people Israel. These laws were as 
firm as the stone upon which they were written. They 
were inflexible, stern, not to be violated. 

The second was a writing of doom. 

The supernatural hand of God performed this when 
He wrote on the wall of Belshazzar’s palace (Daniel 
5:5). This writing of God—Mene, Mene, Tekel, Up- 
harsin—pronounced an inevitable doom on Belshazzar 
and his kingdom. The king had neglected the hand- 
writing of law, but he could not escape the hand- 
writing of doom. 

The third was a writing of love. 

Jesus did this on the occasion when an angry mob 
brought to him a woman taken in adultery (John 
8:3-11). The Scriptures do not reveal to us what it 
was Jesus wrote on the ground. Jewish tradition says 
that He wrote down the Ten Commandments as the 
woman’s accusers looked on. Since the mob had in- 
voked the Law of Moses upon her, it is very likely 
that Jesus did indeed write down that Law so that 
the accusers might realize that they too were con- 
demned by the selfsame Law. Seeing themselves mir- 
rored in the very Law by which they would have put

the woman to death, the accusers, conscience-stricken, 
quietly departed. This was a writing of love because 
it spared the life of the woman taken in adultery. Her 
sins were forgiven her and she was told to sin no 
more. It was also a writing of love because Jesus 
showed the angry mob a picture of themselves so 
that they might also find forgiveness. Whether they 
did or not we cannot know, but Jesus at least gave 
them the opportunity. 

The fourth is a writing of grace. In this, God has 
written His law in our minds and upon our hearts 
(Hebrews 8:10; 10:16). With this act, God blots out 
the handwriting of ritualistic laws—ordinances that 
once had to be observed (Colossians 2:14). Now we 
live according to the law of grace written in our 
hearts and in our minds. 

The fifth is a writing of life. Somewhere in heav- 
en God has a book called the book of life (Revelation 
20:12, 15). God records here the names of those who 
obey the writing of grace which He has placed within 
their hearts. 

God’s writing of law was written into a book, the 
Old Testament. God’s writing of grace became the 
New Testament. Those who receive the writing of 
doom were destroyed. That is why it is so important 
that we be sure that our names are written in the 
book of life. This can be done only through faith and 
obedience to those other things that He has written. 
The way is clear before us if we will only accept it.

January, 1916, that an evan- 

gelistic party of Church of 
God workers came to the town of 
Branford, Florida, and pitched a 
tent about a block from our resi- 
dence. Previous to this I had heard 
many things which had caused re- 
sentment and carnal prejudice to 
hinder me from gaining first-hand 
knowledge of the Church of God 
and the great principles which pro- 
duced and inspired its noble ef- 
forts. 

The meeting had been in prog- 
ress about two weeks before these 
principles really began to burst 
through the darkness of my mind 
and to shine into my heart. My 
first reaction was that of resent- 
ment and rejection; for the light 
had not only exposed the lost state 
of my soul but had also aroused 
and terribly disturbed the old man 
of sin within. I even proposed to 
others of like mind that we put 
forth efforts toward having the 
meeting closed. However, though 
the carnal man was loud in crying 
for an end to such religious fanati- 
cism, he was too weak to act 
against it. 

By the beginning of the third 
week the revival had become as 
a holy flame reaching out and ap- 
parently enveloping the entire com- 
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munity. By the end of that week, 
nominal church opposition was on 
the retreat, worldly customs and 
attractions were taking a severe 
beating; they were being run over 
—and that roughshod. The high 
tide of heavenly blessings had swept 
right into the core of my own 
home; my wife had been gripped, 
held, emptied and filled by the 
forces which were in control of 
the meeting. 

It was real, and I could but ac- 
knowledge its reality. The Holy 
Ghost Himself had come into her 
heart to abide, I had better sense 
than to further agree with the old 
man’s resentment or seek refuge 
under a worldly cloak. Light had 
not only shone about me but also 
within me. The Holy Ghost was 
there, convicting my soul of sin 
and condeming the old man to 
death. This conviction and con- 
demnation would not go away; 
neither could I shake loose from 
it. The Spirit, the Word and my 
own understanding made me know 
that this was God’s appointed time 
and my opportunity to become 
honest with my Lord, my family, 
my fellow man and my own soul. 
It was time for me to take a stand 
for what I had come to know must 
be right and binding. This, by the 
grace of God, I did. 





For some days, however, the 
powers of both life and death 
worked within me. It was a life- 
and-death struggle. I was keenly 
aware of the fact that for me to 
experience the life of peace in and 
through Christ, there must be that 
unexplainable experience of a posi- 
tive death to the old life of sin 
and worldliness. The struggle be- 
came so great that it seemed that 
physical death was coming upon 
me. Within was the old man of 
sin fighting to retain his power 
over my life. Before me stood the 
world as a towering giant with its 
today’s understanding and friend- 
ship and its tomorrow’s attractions 
and bright outlook for material se- 
curity. One moment the world with 
a friendly and warm invitation 
would urge me to shake loose, get 
up, “come on and let’s get going 
anew and on better terms than 
ever before.” The next moment it 
would attempt to shame me for 
allowing fanatical religious emo- 
tions to upset me (while it was 
convictions cutting me down) and 
cause my best friends to shake 
their heads, look upon me with 
pity and say, “the young fellow has 
lost his balance and is on the 
verge of ‘cracking up.’” 

Nevertheless, I was being upheld 
by unseen but ever-present, super- 
natural help. I cried, “Lord help 
me; have mercy upon me; take 


my life; do with it as You please 
for time and eternity.” This faith

The 
person that visited and invited this 
man to Sunday School would re- 
ceive a nice prize. Mystery Fam- 
ily, worked on the same order ex- 
cept that it was a family that 
had never attended the local Sun- 
day School. Visitation was en- 
livened by this rare promotion. 
Diamonds-in-the-Rough Sunday 


consisted of a round-up of stray 
scholars. Big-Apple Sunday meant 
that everyone present received an 
apple. Bride-and-Groom Sunday 
renewed wedding vows. On Baby 
Day, everybody brought a baby.

ing theirs. We must “Dare to Be

In a _ survey taken at youth 
camps it was revealed that per- 
sonal witnessing was a problem to 
a majority of teen-agers. How do 
I tell someone what I believe? I 
do not know how to lead a soul 
to Christ. Realizing the pressing 
need for trained personnel and ac- 
tive Christian teen-agers, a pro- 
ject was formulated entitled, 
“Teen-age Witness and Win Work- 
shops.” Six of these workshops 
were to be conducted in strate- 
gically located areas. 

These workshops were conducted 
on Saturday afternoon with a mass 
rally that night. The evening was 
spent in explaining personal evan- 
gelism tactics and solving personal 
problems. After this, in some areas 
the groups divided and conducted 
services at old-folks’ homes. This 
gave the teen-agers a chance to 
put into practice some of the 
things they had learned. 

After this a free soup supper 
and fellowship with other teen- 
agers were the orders of the day. 
That night a mass rally was con- 
ducted featuring a teen-age choir, 
“Teen-age Voices of Victory.” Spe- 
cial subjects were discussed; 
“Christ on the Campus,” “Christ 
in the Class,” “Christ in the Clash” 
(sports) and “Christ in the Club.” 
Other exciting features were also 
included. 

A number of special teen-age 
evangelism promotional items were 
especially prepared for these work- 
shops: (1) The Teen-agers’ Pocket 
Companion, packed with power. 
Contained in this white plastic 
pouch were five tracts: “Track- 
down,” “Are You Dying for a 
Good Time?” “In Royal Service,” 
What Do You Want in Life?” 
“Christian vs Chicken.” (2) A tract

fixed like a book of matches, “Do 
You Want a Light?,” when one 
opens the book of matches, a tract 
is on the inside. (3) A series of 
tracts, “True-or-False Test for 
Teen-agers,” “Teen-age Torch 
Bearing,” and “Teen-ager, Do You 
Know?” 

The importance of “Silent Stew- 
ards” was emphasized strongly in 
these meetings—the leaving of 
tracts where unsaved teen-agers 
can find them and in turn ask 
questions or seek help. The Teen- 
agers’ Pocket Companion is laid 
silently on the desk at school in

are it will be picked up and ques- 
tions asked. The teen-ager remains 
silent until this time, then he 
starts to work. 

These workshops have definitely 
assisted our teen-agers in realizing 
what they can do for Christ and 
His Church. A great youth move 
for God is on and our teen-agers 
are eager to work. The way is open, 
we cannot bypass this important 
division of God’s kingdom. The 
teen-agers in our state are deter- 
mined to do something profitable 
and enduring.

a matter brought to us, not put 
forth by us; in which we ought 
to be not an enlarger, but a 
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1 Timothy 6:20.

guardian; not an originator, but a 
disciple; not leading, but following. 
We must preserve intact and in- 
violate the treasure of the faith 
of the Church! 

It is characteristic of heresy to 
start curious questions, not with 
a view to real edification in the 
faith of Jesus Christ, but for the 
sake of displaying subtlety in dis- 
puting, and for keeping up con- 
troversy and factious partisanship. 

The unity of the Church and 
loving agreement amongst the 
brethren are the last things here- 
tics think of. Puffed up with self- 
importance, desirous of being lead- 
ers, despising others, treating with 
contempt all who will not follow 
them; they turn the Church into 
a den of wolves and substitute vain 
jangling for the words of truth 
and sobriety. 

The character of the apostle and 
true minister of the gospel stands 
out in 1 Timothy 1:12-18 in striking 
and glorious contrast with that of 
the heretic: called by the grace 
of God to the ministry of the Word, 
not self-appointed; enabled by the

grace of God, not trusting in his 
own cleverness; seeking the glory 
of God and the salvation of souls, 
not aiming at his own self-exal- 
tation. He has a humble sense of 
his own unworthiness, instead of 
arrogant self-deceit; a faithful de- 
livery of the truths committed to 
him, instead of a presumptuous 
fabrication of new doctrines. 


A Sacred Trust—Worship Style 


Ministers must lead their con- 
gregations to a Pentecostal style 
of worship, entering the doors of 
the church sanctuary with thanks- 
giving and praise unto the Lord, 
entering expecting a display of the 
miracle-working power of the Most 
High God, praying fervently and 
earnestly in the Spirit, worshipping 
in spirit as well as in truth, totally 
yielding oneself to the Holy Spirit 
to become a clear channel through 
which Divinity may flow. Minis- 
ters must lead their congregations 
in meditation on the things of God, 
creating a worshipful atmosphere 
during the presentation of tithes 
and offerings, requesting due rev- 
erence to the reading of God’s 
Word and to the preaching of the 
Word. He must lead them in sing- 
ing spiritual songs, clapping hands, 
entering into the entire worship 
situation “with all their might,” 
and earnestly desiring for sinners 
to be saved, believers to be sancti- 
fied and filled with the Spirit, 
others to be refreshed, refilled and 
refired with Pentecostal fire. These 
acts of worship must be preserved 
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to keep us Pentecostal. Nothing 
less will accomplish the desired 
end. 


A Sacred Trust—Other 
Identifying Characteristics 


The Church of God has been 
identified through the years not 
only through its faith and worship 
style, but also through its public 
stand on other matters. 

Matters involving principles of 
conduct especially concerned with 
conformity to the world in ap- 
pearance, in selfish ambition, in 
carnal attitudes and in evil as- 
sociations have in the past iden- 
tified us as a holiness church. Will 
they continue to do so today? 


A Sacred Trust—Providing 
Opportunities for Christians 
to Fulfill Bible Duties 


Ministers should be examples in 
seeking God and conversing with 
Him by prayer. Knowing their own 
emptiness and helplessness, they 
should be ever dependent on Christ. 
Realizing with Jeremiah that they 
are children, they should sit at 
Christ’s feet to hear His Word 
and be instructed by Him. Real- 
izing with Isaiah that they are 
men of unclean lips, they should 
seek to have their lips touched 
with a live coal from the altar of 
God. 

Ministers should speak often of 
the provision of the Church which 
offers opportunities for born-again 
believers to fulfill many Biblical re- 
sponsibilities which would other- 
wise be difficult for them to ac- 
complish. For example, let us con- 
sider the commission of going into 
all the world, even unto all na- 
tions, preaching and teaching 
Christ as Saviour, Lord and King. 
An individual would find this task 
impossible, but the Church asks its 
individual members and friends to 
join in making missionary contri- 
butions which shall come into a 
common treasury. United thus, we 
born-again believers are able to 
send mission _ representatives 
around the world unto the various 
nations and languages. Opportuni- 
ties for discharging our duties to 
home missions are similarly pro- 
vided. 

I have thought of my Biblical 
responsibility to care for the or- 


phans and other dependent chil- 
dren. Since my wife and I have 
our own family of children, we 
are not financially able to take into 
our home other children. However, 
the Church offers us the oppor- 
tunity to send regular contribu- 
tions to a home-for-children fund 
and it provides homes for or- 
phaned and dependent children. 
Thus, we can discharge that Bible 
duty. 

The same is equally true of our 
responsibility for publishing the 


Word and for providing Christian 
education. Our Church makes it 
possible for us to publish the Word 
in several languages. Our Church 
makes it possible for us to offer 
Christian education through Sun- 
day Schools, youth groups, Bible 
and junior colleges, and in paro- 
chial day schools. 

Furthermore, if I demonstrate a 
calling to lend my personal serv- 
ices to any of these fields of labor, 
the Church will guide and provide 
for such fulfillment of service. 












. .. Don’t be anxious about your 
life, what you’re going to eat, or 
what you’re going to drink, or even 
for your body, what you’re going 
to wear. Isn’t life more than food, 
and the body more than clothing? 

Look at the birds of the air: 
They don’t sow, or reap, or store 
a harvest away into barns; yet your 
heavenly Father feeds them. Why, 
you’re much better than they, 
aren’t you? 

Which one of you can increase 
his height just by wishing or wor- 
rying? 

And why do you worry about 
clothing? Take the lilies of the 
field for an example: See how they 
grow; they don’t work or spin. 

And yet, I want you to know 
that not even Solomon in all of 
his splendor was arrayed like one 
of these. 

So, if God clothes the grass of 
the field, which grows today and

UCH CONFUSION exists 
VV] about God’s plan in regard 

to the Jews, and there are 
some who say, “Why trouble about 
the Jew?” The Jews are God’s 
chosen people, as we read in Deu- 
teronomy 7:6: 

For thou art an holy 
people unto the Lord thy 
God: the Lord thy God 
hath chosen thee to be a 
special people unto him- 
self, above all people that 
are upon the face of the 
earth. 

And the Apostle Paul says in Ro- 
mans 11:1, 2, 28: 

I say then, Hath God 
cast away his people? God 
forbid. For I also am an 
Israelite, of the seed of Ab- 
raham, of the tribe of Ben- 
jamin. God hath not cast 
away his people which he 
foreknew ... they are be- 
loved for the fathers’ sakes. 


. Day of Opportunity 

A day of great opportunity is 
presented to the Church and to 
every believer because of the 
troubles that have come upon the 
Jews. They are ready to listen to 
the gospel, and as their sorrows in- 
crease their hearts are more than 
ever open to the things of Christ. 


Scriptures Written by Jews 
Why should not the Jews excite 
our interest as much as any other 
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nation? We cannot forget the won- 
derful revelation which God gave 
to their fathers. The feeling of ap- 
preciation should burn within our 
hearts when we remember that 
Jesus, according to the flesh, was 
of the seed of David and of Ab- 
raham. And do they not as human 
beings and as sinners need the 
gospel? 


Reasons for Conversion 
in United States 


American Jews are in a different 
position from Jews of other coun- 





tries, and the problems of their 
conversions are of another char- 
acter. 

Several months ago when the 
National Lutheran Council decided 
to embark on an intensive cam- 
paign to convert Jews to Christian- 
ity, it referred to some of these 
problems. In a public statement is- 
sued on the occasion of its deci- 
sion, the Council explained that its 
action was prompted to fill a def- 
inite need. According to the Rev- 
erend Conrad Hayar, Executive 


Secretary of the Lutheran Coun- 
cil’s Division of Home Missions, a 
survey of 150 congregations in New 
York showed that more than half 
had Jewish converts as members. 
The same was true in Los Angeles 
and other cities (New York Times, 
Feb. 3, 1961). 


Our Challenge 


To the Jew first is God’s plan 
for world evangelization. This has 
never been changed. How often 
have we thought of the beloved 
missionaries who are leading the 
peoples of India, Africa, and Japan, 
to our Lord Jesus Christ and asked, 
“Lord, why couldn’t I have gone?” 
Yet, we never think of the multi- 
tudes of Jews in our cities who are 
in darkness and have no knowledge 
of God’s plan of salvation. 

About two years ago, I read in a 
magazine of the death of a Jewish 
missionary. I felt impressed to 
write his widow and instruct her 
on how to find the Church of God 
in her city. I told her how the 
pastor and the members would 
help and comfort her. Several 
months ago, I received a letter 
stating that she was attending the 
Church of God in Selman City, 
Texas, and had taught the Adult 
Bible Class there. Oh, how it 
thrilled my heart! I immediately 
began to send out gospel tracts, 
literature and letters to every Jew 
I heard of, telling him of the won- 
derful grace of Jesus—that He, our 
Saviour, was a Jew and that we 
loved them and wanted to tell 
them that Jesus loves them too. 

I have received several letters in 
return, but most of all, I have re- 
ceived a deep joy that I can’t ex- 
plain. The Jews’ going back to their 
homeland is one of the greatest 
signs of the second coming of our 
Lord. The fields are white unto 
harvest and the labours are few. 
Will we as Christians accept the 
challenge to go out and win the 
Jews to Christ? 


Go then, and preach to Is- 
rael, 

Or e’er they perish in their 
night; 

A blessing waits for all 
who dare 

To tell them of the gospel

ADVANCE IN FRANCE 





HE FAITHFULNESS OF our 
French pastor, Brother An- 


dra Weber, is being re- 
warded. Through his untiring ef- 
forts we were able to organize the 
Church of God in Troyes last Sep- 
tember with sixteen members. Al- 
ready, development is carrying us 
to new areas. 

Among the members Brother 
Weber has won is a fine young 
man, Joseph Jouravel, who until 
now was an engineer. He is bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost and is 
a fine man on fire for God. 

Some time ago he came to his 
pastor and told him that he felt 
the burden for the ministry and 
that he was resigning his job to 


‘ go into the Lord’s work. Not until 


he had completed his resignation 
did he come to his pastor asking 
him if he would approach us on 
his behalf for guidance and also 
possible financial assistance in his 
efforts for the kingdom of God and 
the Church. Such faith and dedi- 
cation to the cause of Christ stirred 


our heart. He has now been pro- 
cessed for the ministry and is- 
sued a license. 


This was no small step for this 
French brother because he had a 
salary of about $350 monthly, 
which in France is by no means 
meager pay.

This is so 
little that our heart aches for him, 
but he is already moving into a 
new town where the Catholic 
Church is the only contender for 
the souls of men, Surely God will 
not let him fail.

Wants to Help Link 
Churches

(EP)—Reflecting on 


last December 2, Dr. Geoffrey 
Fisher, Archbishop of Canterbury 
has written in the Canterbury 
Diocesan Notes that his ambition 
is to “help link the churches one 
to another.” 

Dr. Fisher said he found in the 
Vatican “precisely the same spirit 
of deep Christian unity of spirit, 
of eager discipleship of Christ, of 
reliance upon the Holy Spirit, to 
encourage and uplift me.” 

When asked how he planned to 
follow up the historic meeting, Dr. 
Fisher said, “It is like a bit of 
leaven in the lump: of no use until 
it works its way and makes the 
lump rise. That is where we must 
look. Here in England I hope that 
in time at many levels there may 
be discussions between churchmen 
to see how the leaven can be helped 
to work. 

“Roman Catholics have often 
told me how utterly ignorant their 
people and their priests are of 
what, for instance, the Church of 
England believes and does,” he 
said. “Here is ground for mutual 
exploration, with discussion on 
such things as the return to Bibli- 
cal theology, the liturgical move- 
ment, new views on the relation 
of church to civic freedoms and 
to natural rights. I pray that for 
many years ahead the leaven will 
work and the loaf of Christian 
unity rise to its full proportions.” 


Missionary Makes Contact 
With Moro Indians 

HILLSBORO, Kans. (MNS)—A 
missionary to Bolivia has made 
successful contact with the fierce 
Moro Indian tribe in the Salinas de 
Santiago region of Bolivia. William 
Pencille, missionary for the Men- 
nonite Brethren Church, made con- 
tact with the Indians and spent 
a month with them, according to 
a report released by the church’s 
— board headquarters 
ere, 

Mennonites and other mission- 
aries have been trying for years 


to establish contact with the Moros, 
who live in the jungle border area 
of Bolivia and Paraguay. Previous- 
ly they have resisted all efforts at 
friendly contacts and have often 
made attacks on the colonists in 
the neighboring areas, killing and 
wounding them. In 1958 a Men- 
nonite missionary, Kornelius Issak, 
was killed by Moros while trying 
to visit them in Paraguay. 

Missionary Pencille’s recent con- 
tact included talks with the In- 
dian chief whose son is believed 
to have killed Issak. 


Dr. Dooley Gave Eyes to 
Sight Bank 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP) 
—Dr. Thomas A. Dooley, famed 
U. S. “jungle doctor” of Laos who 
died of cancer at 34 last January, 
donated his own eyes to the Eye 
Bank for Sight Restoration in 
New York. This was disclosed in 
Washington by MEDICO, Inc., the 
international medical aid organi- 
zation co-founded by the Roman 
Catholic physician-author and Dr. 
Peter D. Comanduras of George 
Washington University, Washing- 
ton, D. C. 


Police Compile List of Protestant 
Churches in Italy 


ROME (MNS)—Police agencies in 
Italy are compiling a list of Prot- 
estant churches in that country, 
taking note of the denominational 
affiliation of the congregations, 
their size and the names of their 
leaders. There has been no indi- 
cation of the reason for requesting 
this information.

HAVANA, Cuba (EP)—Not con- 
tent with taking the word “God” 
from Cuba’s judiciary oath and 
striking it out of the preamble to 
the Cuban constitution, Premier 
Fidel Castro and his Communist 
revolutionary soldiers are seeking 
now to destroy the Church’s in- 
fluence over a _ predominant- 
ly Catholic people. 

The latest attempt to undermine 
the religious beliefs of the Cuban 
people is a pamphlet widely cir- 
culated among the farmers. It 
reads: 

“Don’t show this book to your 
village priest; because he wants to 
keep you in the dark so that you 
will have to go to him for all your 
information. 

“And since he charges you to 
sprinkle water on the head of your 
child, to tell you that you are the 
husband of your wife (a thing 
which you already know for you 
love her and she loves you); since 
he charges you to be born, to give 
you unction, to marry you, to pray 
for your soul, to die; since he even 
refuses you burial if you don’t pay 
him for it, he won’t ever want you 
to know that all you have been 
doing so far is unnecessary, be- 
cause he would no longer be able 
to charge for all that. 

“And since it is unfair that your 
ignorance should be exploited thus, 
I, who charge you nothing for 
re book, wish to talk to you—to 
tell you the truth. 

“Well, then, call your wife and 
children together and read to them 
slowly and clearly and over and 


over again what I am telling you 
here in all good faith. 

“When you have your child bap- 
tized, it means that you want him 
to be like Christ. And this is only 
natural because Christ was a won- 
derful man. But tell me, is this 
brought about by just sprinkling 
water on your child’s head? If a 
little bit of water could do all that, 
then everybody who has ever been 
baptized would be good. And you 
can see that they aren’t. 

“Why should you entrust your 
child’s head to a stranger’s hands? 
Why don’t you sprinkle water on 
his head yourself?” 

Here, in the pamphlet, the at- 
tack grows more vicious on the 
clergy, reflecting Castro’s fear of 
the Church and the part it might 
play in his downfall. 

The propaganda attack reported- 
ly had an adverse effect on the 
farmers in remote areas of the 
island republic. Peons who backed 
Fidel to the limit and were loyal 
to the revolutionary government, 
were said to be angered by the 
attack on their faith and began 
to have misgivings about the cur- 
rent regime they had helped bring 
to power. 

Some newsmen close to the Cu- 
ban scene say Castro will be ousted 
by counter-revolutionaries in six 
months. All reports show great dis- 
content with the present regime 
and give credence to the statement 
that “if a bridge could be. built 
from Havana to Miami, most of 
the Cuban people would leave the 
country.”
